2. SAHARA: MOROCCANS TAKE VILLA CISNEROE 

BOTH MADRID AND RABAT NEWS SERVICES REPORT THAT MOROCCAN

CISNEROS. WHICH THE SPANIARDS WERE SCHEDULED TO VACATE 
BEFOREJANUARY 15. EMBASSY RABAT COMMENTS THAT THE DEGREE 
OF MAURITANIAN/MOROCCAN COORDINATION IN THE TAKEOVER IS

EMBASSY PARIS. IN LOOKING AHEAD TO FRENCH REACTION TO THE 
CONCORDE DECISION, EMPHASIZES WE MUST BE QUICK TO EXPLOIT 
A FAVORABLE VERDICT AND EQUALLY QUICK TO MINIMIZE THE 
DAMAGE OF AN UNFAVORABLE ONE. CONSIDERING A NUMBER OF 
SCENARIOS.THE EMBASSY COMMENTS THAT: 

-AN EXECUTIVE BRANCH DECISION AGAINST AMENDING THE 
CARRIERS' OPERATING SPECIFICATIONS WOULD BE THE WORST 
CASE; THE FRENCH WOULD VIEW IT AS AN UNFRIENDLY ACT 
COMPLETELY FORECLOSING CONCORDE'S CHANCES IN THE US;
